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World’s Fair of 1940 in New York from a bird’s-eye perspec¬ 
tive over Constitution Mall. The striking architecture, mag¬ 
nificent esplanade, sparkling fountains and heroic statuary 
merge into a brilliant landscape, rich with color and ever- 
shifting patterns of the crowds of sight-seers moving about 
the big exposition. Directly below the lens of the camera is 
the 60-foot figure of George Washington heading up Constitu¬ 
tion Mall. Near the center of the picture, the Four Freedoms 
of Worship. Assembly. Press and Speech symbolize the basic 
human liberties enjoyed in this country. Beyond the fountains 
of the oval shaped Lagoon of Nations, the great Court of Peace 
lies within the embrace of the twin-towered Federal Building 
and its flanking Halls of Nations. The presence of a dense 
cluster of people in this area indicates that one of the impres¬ 
sive ceremonies daily taking place in the Court of Peace is in 
progress.
